The growers of jute can 
realize three dollars a ton for jute stems 
in a green state,and it has been demon- 
strated that good ordinary soil will yieid 
from fifteen to twenty tons to the acre. 
So much for the purposes of the com- 
pany.

About 1870, Mr. Peters received a few 

roots, and these he planted in a 
garden on his farm in Gordon 
county. trom these roots the plants 
grew andspread without cultivation until 
last year, when he caused slips to be 
taken up and the patch extended until 
now he has the largest acreage of ranie 
in the country. Ramie isa _ perennial 
pliant, and, as the expériment of Mr. 
Peters has established, stands the coldest 

- winters in this latitude without injury. 
When once planted it needs no renewing. 
The tiber is used by the Chmese to mix 
with silk inthe manufacture of the finest 
fabrics. Their method of obtaining the 
fiber is by seraping the bark from the 
stalk with a dull-edged iustrifment—a 
very costly and tedious operation which 
can only be profitable where labor can 
be secured for six or seven cents a day. 
The climate of Georgia has been 
shown to be admirably adapted 
to the growth of ramie, and if 
ihe machine of Mr. Angell is able to 

‘work up the fiber as cheaply as he con- 
tends, the su bject of ramie cultivation 
may be found worthy of examination by 
the agricuituralists of Georgia. The 
Angell company will test some ten acres 
of ramie now nearly ready at West Point, 
and itis probable that samples of the 
fiber from the ramie now growing on the 
farm of Mr. Peters will be on exhibition 
at the great cotton fair in October. Mr. 
Peters has already forwarded specimens 
of his ramie to Mr. Angell, and the lattir 
says itis the finest he has ever seen, a 
fact which shows that the climate of 
Georgia is adapted to the growth and 
development of the plant.

Discussion Upon the Kesult Yesterday 


The vote on the sale of the Young Men’s library 
building was thoroughly discussed ycsterday aid 


many copjectures as to the probable fina! result 
were made It was thought for a time that the 
directors would convene in called meeting and 
take some action. This step was finally decided 
to be unnecessary in view of the fact that there is 
nothing urgent in the matter. The regular 
monthly meeting of the directors will 
be held Tuesday night, at which time the vexed 
question will present itself, With a view to show-~ 
ing the probable result of Tuesday night’s work 
and for the purpose of feeling the board's pulse 
for the benc fitof the public, a CONSTITUTION re- 
porter called upon the directors personally yes 
terday, and secured the following comments ou 
the result of the voting Tuesday: 
President Gholstin—I do not desire to say any- 
thing for publication. 
V.ce-President Lowry—I was always opposed 
to the sale 1 thought and still think such a step 
unwise. Yet Il donotsee how we can disregard 
the expresscd wishes of the members who have 
voted by asmal! majority to sell the building. The 
proposition to submit the question again can dono 
goodinmy opinion as it will create a lack of 
interestin the matter, 
Director Fiuch>-The board having asked for 
an expression of the will of the members is 
morally bound to respect that expression unless 
itresubmits the question to the member fora 
fuller yote. Failing to geta fuller vote the board 
should not disobey the vote of Tuesday. | am in 
favor ul obtaining a full vote 
ou the qhnestion, The postoffice could 
be utilized, or a canvass of the member- 
strip attested by each eve’s signature, con!d be 
made. lam content to abide by the will of the 
members, That is, the supreme law of the associa- 
tion. The question is an important one and 
it should be settled so authoritatively that cause 
for reproach will be removed and the members be 
under a moral obligation to sustain the board in 
all; roper efforts to Keep the library in good coa- 
dition. 
Director Smith—U nless some unforeseen'change 
takes place in our condition, I see nothing left for 
the board eacept to sel] the building in compli- 
ance with the recent vote of the members of the 
association. Weshould then exemine buildings 
and vacant lots thatcan be purchased, and before 
the end of thirty days locate a new home for the 
library. we buy property already improved, 
we should bé in it by the end of sixty days. If 
we buy a vacant lot, and this seems to me des!ra- 
bie, we should Complete our building by the first 
of December, and then turn our entire attention 
to filling ourshelves with books and adorning the 
interior of our home. 
Director Grady—-I did not vote in the election. 
Being unable to determine what was best, I pre- 
ferred to let the members settle it, and then asa 
director do my best to carry out their wishes. 
The vote is very indeterminate, only about a 
third having voted, and there being only ten votes 
diflerence. [ sbou d like to see a paper circula- 
ted amoug the members aud every member sign 
yes”’ or ‘‘no’’ on the question of sale.

The financial con 
dition of the library, its debts, its prospective 
wants aud its present pressing necessity tor 
money, as Wellas the disadvantages of removal, 
ineligibility {of lots, difficulty of securing proper 
hail, ete , were clearly set forth, aud each mem- 
ber urged to come and give an expression of 
oviniou and judgment. A small volte seems to 
contro! and bind the result. The board are 
merally bound by their action to abide by the 
decision, and the sale as far as we are concerned ; 
seems to be an accomplished fact. Of course this 
may pot suit the wishes of many, butitisto be 
hoped that the sale will not cause dissension, and 
loss of zeal or membership.

The directory of the Kentucky Central railroad 
met in special session yesterday to consider the 
qucstion of the proposed ext«nusion. 
Surveys and estimates of the cost «f both 
routes were submitted, and after an: xamination 
of the same a resolution was offered and carried 
adopting the route from Paris via Winchester 
and Richmond to Lexington, the present termi- 
nus of the Knoxville branch of the Louisville 
and Nashville railroad. 

The contract for the work was awarded to the 
well-known firm-of Messrs. Warner, Tabor & Co., 
who also have a contrect for some thirty odd 
miles on the Big Sandy road. 

It wes intimated to an Enquirer reporter yes- 
terday that these parties had been awarded the 
contract for this work before the road fell into 
the hands of Huntington, and that the necessary 
papers had been drawn up and signed; that 
when the road changed hands, and there 
was some doubt as to whether the 
proposed extension would be built, Messrs, War- 
ner, Tabor & Co. began to push their claims for 
a fulfilment of the contract, or indemnity for 
such loss as they might have sustained, and that 
the object of the meeting yesterday was to deter- 
mine whether they should go on with the pro- 
posed extension or a compromise be made in the 
eventof its pcstponement. However, the ques- 
tion is now settled, and the work will doubtless 
be pusbed forward as rapidly as possible. 

The gap between Livingston and Caseyville has
